A few bub>les coming up to the 
surface marked the expiring throes of the luck- 
less curs and tuen all was still for a moment 
Suddenly two of the smaller dogs appeared vu 
the surface and swamjoff, One was picked up 
by the occupants of a rowboat to which it 
swam. When the cage had been under the 
water six minutes it was hoisted upon the pier 
and its disgustin, cargo of limp, frothy mouthed, 
glassy eyed dead bodies of ‘‘mougrei, puppy, 
whelp and hound and curs of low degree’ was 
removed by the hands of the attendanis and 
throw in a heap ready for removal by the health 
department. Wh-none of the suppo ed dead 
animals was seen to Come, spasmodically, back 
to 1ife, and tried to make off, the ¢xecutioners 
decided that six minutes was too short a time 
to drown « dog with comfort to him-elf and Mr. 
S. Mahon, marshal of the pound, ordered that 
the time should be extended to ten minutes. 
No time was lost in rolling the cage back into 
the structure where it was speedily refilled for 
another immer-iou, apd so the work went on all 
day until three in te afternoon, when only the 
few animals whose lives Were considered worth 
saving remained. 

Then the entire building was drenched with} 
water and purified ready for the reception of the 
300 dogs, which had been from an early hour in 
the morning broiling in the ten wagon loads 
outside, awaiting admission. ‘These were soon 
inetalled and ticketed, and their valorous cap- 
tors rattled home in their ricketty vehicles jinz- 
ling the silver they had received in exchange for 
their mangy, flea-ridden merchandise. 


KNOWING DOGS, 


The scenes attending the executions were 
curious and in some cases pitiful. It would 
seem thai the animals understood their posi- 
tion and fate that impended. Fierve Siberian 
bloodhounds and vicious bulldogs whicao at 
large would have attacked any one who would 
approach them, and who had been caught with 
great difficulty, once within the pound became 
quiet as poodies,and chained in the aisles per- 
mitted visitors aud dog catchers to 
walk over their prostrate forms 
witnout 80 much aS winking’ 
Why,’ suid one of the catchers, them dogs 
nows wot these here badges of ours is just as 
ell as we does. When a poodie sees my badge 
shinin’,as I comes aiong, he dives into an 
alley and gets away for dear life.”’ To a student 
uf the expression of emotion in the lower ani- 
mais the behavior of the dogs, as they were 
taken fruin the pens, would have proved inte:- 
esting in the exireme. As the cage was rolled 
up the aisles, some of the dogs placed their fore 
feet upon the front of the kennels and gezed 
first at the receptacie Of death and then at the 
executioner with big, round, pleading eyes, 
that seemed human in the emotion expressed, 
end theu they gave vent tO moans that were 
really touching. Then, as the catcher thrust a 
pairef brawny hands boidly into the cage to 
lift them out,the dogs were in many cares 
seized with fits of trembling, and in the course 
of the day fuur expired outright from fear v hen 
thus grasped.

THE PASSES OF THE BALKANS. 

Bulgaria is a country almost without 
roads or bridges. In summer al) vege 
tation is burned up by the excessive 
heat, and an army of invasion must 
rely upon the transportation from the 
Danube of everything needed for the 
subsistence of its columns. The dis- 
tance to the Balkans is, perhaps, six or 
seven days’ march, and the difficulties 
to be overcome are ‘very great even 
when no hostile army menaces. 

The chain of the Balkans, which sep- 
arates Roumelia from official Bulgaria, 
run3 from west to east,gradually dimin- 
ishing in altitude nearly to the shores 
of the Black gea, where it ceases ab- 
ruptiy at Cape Emineh,. between the 
valleys of the Kamsatchick and the Na- 
dir. West ol the sources of Jantraand 
the Tunuscha its peaks are covered with 
snow until the end of June. Between 
this point and the Kamstchick the 
elevation of the range is about five 
thousand feet, whereas in the eastern 
part it rarely exceeds thirty-five hun- 
dred,

lJantra and the Tundschs, although 
steep, are practicable for light infantry, 
which renders the forcing of this pas- 
sage easier than any other. From the 
summit to the village of Schibka for 
about three miles the road is very 
steep ; from this point it commands the 
valiey of Kasanlik and the heights of 
Eskri-Saga. All the country beyond is. 
remarkable for Its fertility, and its pos- 
session must be a capital feature of the 
Russian programme. 

The route from Tirnova to Slivno, by 
the defile of Demir—-Kapon, traverses 
the mountains at a great elevation, but 
‘its topography has not been studied. 
The road frem Tirnova to Kasan, by 
Osman, Bazar and Staracka, traverses 
at first a plain and then ascends to the 
ridge of the Binar Dagh, where there 
are two old forts; thence is a descent to 
the little town of Kasan, situated ina 
species of funnel between two steep 
mountains. Beyond this place is ~ 


1a narrow defile called the “Iron Gate,” 


which, although impregnable to a front 
attack, can be turned by means of a 
road on the right. From Dobroli to 
Karnabat the country is comparatively 
open, but further on, in the direction 
of Adrianople,is the extre mely danger- 
ous detile of Bujak Derbent. The 
entire abseuce of forage along all the 
latter part of this line adds to the 
ditliculties ot the operation. 

‘The tiith route leads from Kadulah. 
to Pravady, and thence, by Kouprixoli 
and Jeniksi to Aidos. Pravady is sit 
uated in a cleft of the rocks forming a 
defile six bunodred feet high and three 
thousand wide. It is traversed by a 
stream of the same name, iu the mid- 
dle of which is a steep cli that could 
be rendered impregnable by the erec~ 
tion of afew redoubts. The route from 
Varna by Derivischjovan to Bergos and 
Missivri is the one which was adopted 
by the Russians in 1828, but so long as 
ihe Turks preserve, as they do now,the 
command of the Euxine nothiag can 
be attempted against Varna, and s0 
long as Varna and Shumila stand, or 
one only of these strongholds stands, 
the passage of the Balkans will be a 
most dangerous operation. Whether 
a movement wil! be attempted to turn 
the line by the valley of the Timok and 
Sofia, will necessarily depend upon the 
atitude of Austria.

A writer in the Cincinnati Enquirer 
presents twelve convincing reasone why 
those seeking homes should emigrate 
from the north and west to the south. 
These réasons are so clearly expressed 
that we append them herewith: 

1. The soil, quiekened and enriched 
by an abundant annual rainfall, is gen- 
erally of the most fertile charucter and 
capable of growing the most exuberant 
crops (often two in one season), with 
less labor and yreater certainty than 
elsewhere.

4. While there is no necessity to feed 
stock of any kind longer than one 
month, the winters being mild -and the 
vrasses ever vreen, juicy and succulent, 
it is-necessary in the more rigorous 
north to feed from five to seven months. 
This is, highly important to the stock 
growers. 

5. On account of the numerous navy- 
ivable streams and lines of railroad, 
whatever is produced can be easily and 
cheaply transpteted, and, as a conse- 
quence, the markets are excellent. 

6. Asa general rule, although aver 
age southern people do not seem to 
appreciate the fact, the cost of living is 
less than in the north. 

7. Families removing south, unlhke 
those who formerly emigrated to the 
extreme west, can locate in good neigh- 
borhoods, where there are churches, 
schoois, good society, court houses, aid 
where all the machinery of law and 
good order are in full and successful 
operation. This is notably the case 
since the despicable carpet~Vag regime 
has been supplanted by democ atic, in- 
telligence and honest government. 

8. ‘Lhe families that may settle in the 
south will be at all times, by railway or 
steamer, within cheap, speedy and con- 
venient reach of their northern friends 
—much nearer than in Nebraska or 
Co'orado, 

9 While farms in the north rate in 
value fro1a $50 to $150 per acre, accord- 
ing to location, improvements, build- 
ings, ete., the very best.of southern 
farms, with few exceptions, can be 
bought at prices rapging from $3 to $15 
peracre, Any farmer who understands 
the value of money will appreciate this 
difference. 

10. The northern tradesman, with 
his superior industry and sagacity, sel- 
dom fails to achieve a fortune in south- 
ern cities, where opportunities are so 
yreat and manifold, and competition so 
small. 

11 The manufacturer can find in the 
south iron, coal and limestone, for 
making the best qualities of iron and 
steel; cotton, wool, wheat and cane, 
where they are grown, for running his 
spind.es, !ooms, burrs and refining ap- 
paratus, together with the finest water- 
power for propelling engines and 
machinery, this, what God 
intended it to be, one of the finest and 
best paying manulacturing districts on 
this continent.

RICHARD L. WARTHEN, TWENTIETH DISTRICT. 


Richard Lee Warthen was born in Washington county, Georgia, 
in June, 1827, and is descended from one of its oldest families. 
His great grandfather, Richard Warthen, emigrated from’ Henrico 
county, Virginia, and was one of the -first settlers of the county 
that crossed the Ogeechee River at the close of the Revolutionary 
war. 

The Warthen family is a numerous one, and members of it have 
from the beginning of the present century, at various times, occu 
pied positions of honor and trust inthe county. His father, the 
late Richard Warthen, represented it for a number of years in the 
Legislature of Georgia. His uncle, the gallant Col. Thomas Jef- 
ferson Warthen, was mortally wounded at Malvern Hill while lead- 
ing the T'wenty-eighth Georgia Regiment in that memorable en- 
gagement. | 

The subject of this sketch was educated at Oglethorpe College, 
where he graduated in 1847, while that institution of learning was 
in charge of that learned divine and scholar, the late Doctor Lal 
madyge. 

He was admitted to the bar, at Sandersville, in 1849, and now, 
for a number of years, occupies a leading position as a member. of 
the bar of the Middle Circuit. He represented this county in 1855 
and 1856 in the Legislature, which body was then considered one 
of the ablest that ever assembled in the State. He was also a 
member of the Senate in 1857 and 1858. Ill health prevented 
him later from accepting other positions of honor-and trust which 
the county had tendered to him at various times. 

He entered the State military service at the beginning of the 
hwar, and subsequently the Confederate army, where he performed 
his duties faithfully. 

He possesses the confidence of the people of this county in an 
eminent degree. He has been a staunch Democrat from his 
youth up; is an enthusiastic and successful farmer, a gentleman of 
culture, and alive to every interest concerning the welfare of the 
State at large, and of Washington county in particular. 


REUBEN B. NISBET, TWENTY-EIGHTH DISTRICT, 

Reuben B. Nisbet is one of the most popular, public spirited 
and influential citizens of the county of Putnam, and belongs to 
one of the a#eav distinguished families of the State. Heis a grand 
son of Dr. James Nisbet, of Athens, Georgia, who was one of the 
framers of “he Constitution of 1799, and is third son of the late 
distinguished Judge Eugenius A. Nisbet, of Macon, Georgia. He 
was. born fn Madison, Morgan county, Georgia, on the 6th day of 
February, 1830. His father having removed to Macon a few 
years afverwards. He was raised in that city, receiving his first 
instruction ia private school in which he was fitted for Oglethorpe 
University. He attendéd—the Jefferson Medical School of Phila- 
delphia, and was finally graduated at the Medical College at Au 
usta. I{e began the practice of his profession in Macon, but 
removed in a year or two to Eatonton, in Putnam county, where 
he still resides, engaged in farming and in the duties of his profes. 
sion, 

He has been twice married and has a number of children, one of 
whom is his partner in the practice of medicine. 

In 1861, when the war between the States began, Dr. Nisbet 
entered the Confederate service as Capt.in of the Brown Rifles of 
Putnam county, which became one of the companies of the Third 
Georgia Regiment. He was with that regiment in North Carolina 
and Virginia in all the battles in whigh it was engaged while fit for 
active duty. He was first wounded at the battle of Malvern Hill, 
and afterwards, when in command of the regiment at Sharpsburg, 
(having been promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel,) he re- 
ceived several severe wounds, and fell into the hands of the enemy. 
After his exchange he was, for several months, entirely disabled 
by his wounds, and was, when able to report for duty, assigned to 
post duty at Augusta, Georgia. While there ‘‘Sherman’s march 
to the sea’’ occurred, and Col. Nesbit was placed in command of 
a force sent from Augusta to Savannah, which had several encoun- 
ters with the enemy on the line of the Charleston and Savannah 
Railroad, and was finally placed in the trenches around Savannah. 
When the city was evacuated by the Confederate forces, Col. Nis- 
bet crossed the Savannah river with his command, which was or- 
dered back to Augusta. This ended his military career. While 
unfitted for active duty, in 1864, he was elected to the Senate of 
Georgia and served one term in that body. : 

Dr. Nisbet is a gentleman of fine intellect and of extensive read- 
ing; has a fine speaking talent, and is a man of strong will, and 
like the Scotch-Irish gene: ‘ly, to which race he belongs, is de- 
cided—almost obstinate—in his opinions. He will be a valuable 
member of the Convention. 


THOMAS J. BARRETT, TWENTY-SECOND DISTRICT.
